Game was 
often roasted whole and carried to the table 
on spils, but the peacock was always served 
in a ‘‘ coffin’’ of paste, with full plumage. 
neck erect, tail expanded above the crest, and 
comb richly gilt. 

The sweets were also very elaborate; they 
consisted chiefly of pastry, though custerds 
and compounds of boiled fruit, including 
strawberries, were frequently served. Cooks 
decorated their dishes with almonds. cloves. 
hard-boiled eggs, and comfits: sometimes they 
stirred chopped flowers, roses. violets or 
primroses into the mixture of which the sweet 
was made, and put bunches of the same flower 
on the ton of it. 

Fruit and flowers were, of course, unattain- 
able at Christmas, and T can find no receipe for 
the modern plum pudding, but as we have 
seen, our ancestors made un for this in other 
ways. They must have had enormous 
appetites (in one dish a thousand eggs 
were included) and splendid digestions. Thev 
drank wine mead. and ale. They enjoved 
their 10 o’clock dinner all the year round, 
but at Christmas it must have been a truly

A lotion, preferably a cucumber one, will 
be very suitable for use during the day.

HOW AMERICA CAME. 


ah 
(By “J. M."") 


THE interior of the Wig shed on the 
Hudson River quays was dark and 
loomy.. Here was no scene of hearty 
farewelis tears and cheers. Friends had 
een Jeit long ago outside the sentry- 


guarded sliding doors; .and we, a tiny 
frou of 


a dozen women -and children, 
aied on our baggage. whiled away thie 
Gong foodless hours in watching the novel 
reparations jor a military embarkation. 
To and fro sped the hurrying khaki-clad 
figures, siaggering under immense 
packages, bales, ammunition cases, crates 
of arms—all the impedimenta of the troops 
who were leaving their native Yankee 
hores for the battlefields of Europe. 
Nasal commands rang out here and there 
yn the glo6m. Where all seemed con- 
fusion there was vet an under-current of 
military precision; all was proceedin: 
“according to plan.” 

It was late afternoon when the order 
was given for the women to go aboard ; 
and, bacgage-laden, we gladly toiled up 
the gancway, and were directed to our 
guarters. There was no army of officious 
stewards to greet us and relieve us of our 
Burdens; but a kindly, grey-haired 
Slewardess bade us welcome, and guided 
us to our cabins. ‘These were comfortable 
enough and close to the saloon which. we 
were to share with the officers of the 
medical and other units on board—about 
forty in all. When T mention that ow 
ship was only a ‘‘ 8,000 tonner,”’ and that 
the troops numberea upwards of 2,000, it 
ean be realised that we were pretty full. 
Through the kind offices of a friend on the 
Shipping Board, I was given a cabin to 
myself. On the other side of the alley- 
Way was an empty cabin. This rather 
surprised me, but later on I learnt the 
reason. It was situated under one of our 
heavy guns; and, if this were in use, the 
vibration below would be unbearable. 


DAYS OF SECRECY. 


After a nondescript meal, delightful to 
our famished palates (in which I remember 
that hot stew and barm brack figured), we 
were able to pass our time in studying the 
traffic of the great river. Wharves on all 
sides were occupied by huge liners, trans 
ports, and tramps. J had seen the 
Leviathan (the captured German 
Vaterland), come up the harbour a few 
days before, and she was moored close by. 
In~all matters connected with transport. 
at this time, the greatest ‘secrecy was 
observed. Even our tickets and sailing 
directions were couched in veiled language. 
and required inierpretation by word of 
mouth. 

We lay by the wharf all night, and in 
the sunshine of a May morning slipped 
quietly down the larvbour—past wooded 
Staten Island, past the vlistening Liberty 
Statue, past the fort-crowned grassy slopes 
of the entrance of the Bay, and so to sea, 
on a voyage iraught with perils seen and 
unseen. LBelore the short night fell (its 
shortness an added anxiety), we were 
joined by other members of our 
“convoy.”’ When morning dawned oui 
ranks were complete: recruits having 
come from as far north as Halifax; 
and I can remember a couple of oil 
tankers from southern ports also. 

The strictest rules were observed as 
fo formation, we all had to keep our 
places, and in close rank too. Even in 
the fogs, which hung round us for 
days, we were not allowed to open 
out; and the danger’ of collision 
was constant. The weird camondaving 
of our iftembers provided some appropriate 
nicknames. I stall never forget the 
huge striped nose of ‘ Tiger,’? our 
neighbour in the rear, which was always 
snifing eur stern in the most uncomfort- 
able manner. Another rigid rule, of 
course, was that our speed had to be 
regulated by the pace of the slowest 
member. Our “fail” was an old slow- 
coach, which was able for little more 
than nine knots; te which rate our 
greyhounds and ‘‘mystery’’ ships had 
to humiliate themselves. I can see 
myself peering through the morning foxes 
for a glimpse of the horizon, to find out 
if our old friend was showing up yet— 
fearing we might have lost her in the 
night—and can feel again the relief at 
the sight of her clumsy hull heaving 
above the sky-line. ? 


**BOAT STATIONS !” 


Fifteen days did we plough the grev 
Atlantic waters—no Mauretania tain, 
this! Day and night, for most of the 
voyage, rose the wail of our foghorns, 
dreary enough at the best of times, but 
more ominous still when we knew that 
they were an excellent guide for enemy 
submarines to track us down. Incident 
after incident comes before me of that 
strange voyage. First come our fellow- 
travellers—famous X-Ray medical men; 
quiet dignified Southerners, with heavy- 
sounding hames like Homer and Achilles ; 
typical Yankee business men, all of them 
kind and attentive, appreciating the 
novel society of British women. We had, 
as usual, an Trish doctor, also an Irish 
purser, “and two English wireless 
operators. Our ship was British but in 
the American transport service. We 
British women owed our passages to 
various yreusons, considered by the 
authorities sufficiently important to 
warrant our taking the place of fighting 
men. 

Our commander was a fine British 
naval man, but of him, as was only to be 
expected in those times of stress, we saw 
little. We were directly in the charge 
of the chief steward, whose oiters we 
were to obey, should anything unforeseen 
occur (in the words of the little cards 
provided for each of us, directing us to 
“boat, stations ’’). 

One afternoon, by way of fortifying us 
for emergencies, he told a story of his 
last voyage. A torpedo had struck the 
vessel and passengers were ordered to 
“boat stations.’’ His women charges 
took their places quietly, and waited the 
order for embarkation. He found that 
a ¢hild was missing from one boat's 
complement, and went below to investi- 
gate. On the way down he discovered a 
man, with the lost baby in his arms, 
wedged in by some heavy fittings, the ship 
having developed a nasty list by this 
time. It took some ten minutes to 
extricate than. When the steward 
returned to the deck, those British 
women were still in their places, waiting 
for the word to move. A fine story that, 
of self-control and courage, and one 
which gave us food for thought. 


THE IRISH COAST. 


There was a gloomy evening off the 
North Coast of Ivreland—the “ ships’ 
graveyard,’’ the sailors called it—when 
the danger signal boomed out. I think our 
hearts stopped beating for a minute; yet 
we had, in a way, expected it, since the 
first officer, about an hour before. bad 
ordered us into our Jife-belts. The troops 
wore them all the tine. This time it was 
only a warning signal to another convoy 
not to break through our ranks. 

Until we were about 300 miles off the 
Trish coast a United States cruiser was 
our only visible escort. Afterwards I 
found out that we had a J]arge 
camouflaged man-o’-war in our company. 
This cruiser left us at the edge of the 
“danger zone "and next morning, when 
we went ou deck, we found uc less than 
fifteen destroyers dodging in and out 
amongst us.” Somehow the sight was 
homely and heartening. I met. the 
canfein of one 0Í those destroyers tinco;

A CURE FOR SEA-SICKNESS. - 


For some days I had been given the 
job of translating wireless messages from 
the Eiffel Tower station. They. were, of 
course, in code language, so that I was 
none the wiser as to military operations. 
I also conducted a little French class in 
Tthe*saloon, to pass the time, and this was 
attended by officers and privates, too. 

The -ship was so crowded, and 
lumnbered up with piles of rafts, and life- 
belts, that it was very hard to give the 
men enough exercise. Every day they 
were, for a while, given the freedom of 
the ship, to stretch their legs. It was 
wonderful how good health was main- 
tained throughout the voyage. Like all 
American transports, we were a “dry” 
ship. ‘Minerals were supplied. freely, 
and jt was discovered that ginger ale is 
a fine substitute for champagne, as a 
enre for sea-sickness. A funny situation 
#rose through the fact that intoxicants 
were carried for the use of the Jady 
passengers; so ‘“‘liquid’’ favours were 
sometimes courted by the gentlemen. 
Being a teetotaller myself, I must record 
that, in my case, at least, the '“'court- 
ship’? was unsuccessful. 

At the hour of dawn, May 16, 1918, 
our engines slowed down, and stopped. 
| raised myself on my elbow, peered 
through the port, and saw the dim shape 
of the tower at New Brighton. Then I 
laid my head again on my pillow, and 
fell into that sweetest of slumbers—the 
dreamless sleep of an easy mind, A few 
hours later we made our stately progress 
up the river, to the accompaniment of 
cheers from the Mersey ferries, carrying 
their loads of Liverpool business men, 
from Wallasey, Birkenhead and New 
Brighton. 

As I stepped ashore, and trod once 
move the soil of Old England, in my ears 
sounded the words which have comforted 
many anxious voyagers: ‘‘ So he bringeth 
them unto their desired haven.”

The announcement that the police of 
‘Constantifiople, or, at least, a section of 
that force, is to be taught English so as 
to be able to act as guides to English- 
speaking visitors to that city, is another 
reminder that ‘‘the policeman’s lot is not 
‘a happy ane.’’ rapidly-increasing 
numbers of English and American tourists 
visiting the old capital of the Ottoman 
Empire has made it necessary to provide 
these guides, Already, it is said, twelve 
Constantinople ae pape have gualified 
in English, and are available for the 
assistance of: English-speaking tourists. 
They have been instructed by an English. 
man resident in Constantinople for many 
years, and who is a convert to 
Mahometism. Whether Turkish-speaking 
policemen will be available in English- 
speaking countries remains to be seen. It 
is probable that there are some policemen 
who learned the Turkish language as 
prisoners of war. 

Paris was the first continental city to 
introduce the English-speaking policeman, 
and many géendarmes can .now speak 
English with more or less fluency, but 
their pronunciation leaves much to be 
desired. London has a corps of policemen 
trained in many languages, and it is not 
at all uncommon to find the traffic-police- 
man directing a stranger in French or 
German. If the tourist traffic grows in 
Dublin to include as large a proportion 
of continentals as Americans and English. 
our policemen will have to be masters ot 
several’ languages also. At present the 
need is not obvious, as those continental 
visitors who come to us are expert in 
English, and many of them more than 
expert in Irish, 


Lord Jellicoe’s 70th Year. 


Admiral of the Fleet Earl Jellicoe has 
probably surprised all but his intimate 
friends in the fact that he has just entered 
into his seventieth year; for he still has 
the physical qualities and mental energies 
of a much younger man. He joined the 

Royal Navy as long 
ago as 1872, and a 
few ycars later he 
carried off a special 
prize of £80 awarded 
by the Royal Naval 
Coliege. He served in 
the Egyptian War in 
1882, and in 1898 
went out to China, 
where he was Chief 
of Staff to Admiral 
<< % Seymour during the 
 @ attempt to relieve the 
si as Peking Legation in 
1900. 
Lonp JELLICOE. 


1905 he was 
appointed Director of 
Naval Ordnance, and two years later 
became Rear-Admiral of the Atlantic 
Fleet. In 1910 he was in command of the 
Atlantic Division, and then had charge of 
the Second Division of the Home Fleet. 

In the early months of the European 
War he held a great responsibility as 
Commander of the Grand Fleet, and «n 
his retirement in 1916 he became First 
Sea Lord at the Admiralty. His great 
services were acknowledged in 1920 on his 
appointment as Governor-General of New 
Zealand. He retired from that position 
mm 1924. when he was placed on the Naval 
Retired List. 

Lord Jellicoe has considerable literary 
merit, and his book. “The Grand Fleet,” 
will rank as one of the standard naval 
histories of the Great War. 


A Good Gime. 


Whilst reading ‘‘Sapper’s’’ latest 
thriller I came across the expression, ‘‘ an 
evening 's jolly,’’ and fell to wondering 
whether this is the usual English 
colioquialism for entertainment, gaietr, 
music, etc. In West Cork the word in- 
variably used is the Irish ‘‘Ceoil.’? Ask 
the question, ‘‘ Had you a good time last 
neeht?’ and the answer will most 
certainly be, ‘‘Yes, we bad a great 
ceoil,” Here in Dublin I find people say 
““hooley.” ‘‘ We're going to a hooley to- 
night.” All three words—jolly, ceo7l and 
hooley—-seem to bear a slight resemblance 
to each other. 

A very mystifying phrase in West Cork 
is a kind of threat—‘‘ making one walk 
Spanish.” “Tf you do that I’ll make you 
walk Spanish.” What can be the origin 
of it? It. may, of course, be a relic of 
Armada days. It would be interesting to 
trace. the ancestry of these expressions. 
Perhaps, some of the Diary’s readers can 
enable me to do so? 


Ghe Obdurate ‘“* Hound.” 


It would have been well if the powers 
that be wlio look after the interests of 
telephone subscribers in the Free State 
had taken the same commendable pre.

Being out in Kingstown recently, I took 
a walk through the People’s Park, ana Í 
was disappointed to see that it is not the 
attractive place it used to be. In fact, | 
might almost be tempted to say that it is. 
going to waste. We have so few public 
parks in Ireland that it behoves. rs to 
make the best use of those we do 8s, 
and, perhaps, the Urban District Council 
at Kingstown might be induced te turn 
some of its energies to the improvement 
of the park. 

One thing in particular 1 noticed is that 
the children’s playground has entirely dis- 
appeared, and the space it occupied seems 
to have been used as a dump for road 
mending materials. Surely this is not an 
appropriate use for a public park. 

I can remember the time when the 
People’s Park, with its fountains and 
tastefully arranged flower beds, was quite 
a fashionable resort on summer evenings 
when band promenades’ were held. 
Illuminations by means of gas were a 
feature, and there was a continental air 
of gaiety about the place. 


A Few Suggestions. 


The improvement of the People’s Park 
would add to Kingstown some material 
attractions as a holiday resort, and would 
also tend to give residents more interest 
in the town. The restoration of the 
children’s playground is a real necessity 
in order that some place may be provided 
where the little people may play in safety 
and comfort. 

A few public tennis courts would not be 
out of place, and a bowling green would be 
a much better attraction than the large 
quantities of veronica bushes which now 
exist. 

I am told that the present bandstand is 
wholly unsuited to modern requirements, 
and that bands are obliged to use the 
gravelled walk for their performance, The 
result is that the band is virtually hidden 
from view by the crowd, and the music 
cannot be properly heard. These objections 
might be overcome if the bandstand were 
enlarged and provided with a roof; the 
latter would act as a sound-board and 
would protect the band from the weather. 

I am also told that the attempts at 
illuminating the grounds are rather crude, 
and that ugly scaffolding poles are used 
as standards. The money which would be 
necessary to provide proper lighting would, 
indeed, be well spent. and, if the Council 
took the matter in hands now, they would 
ave ample time to have considerable 
permanent improvements carried out 
before next summer. 

I have often thought that if half the 
money spent on advertising Kingstown as 
a holiday resort were expended on pro- 
viding the town with proper facilities for 
recreation, the residents and visitors them- 
selves would do the required ‘‘ booming ”’ 
by telling their friends of the advantages 
and attributes of the place. 


“ Tick-Tick. 


My paragraph the other day about the 
ticking sound in the telephone kiosk 
reminds a correspondent of a recent experl- 
ence of his own. Going home from night- 
work in the small hours, he noticed, alter 
he had got between the sheets, a steady, 
aggressive ticking. It was not his watch, 
which was a diminutive wristlet affair and 
quite unequal to such a vigorous demon- 
stration. There was no clock in the room, 
and yet it sounded like a particularly 
healthy timepiece in a good way of busi- 
ness. He conplained to his landlady, 
saying that it must be a clock in the 
adjoining room, but the goed woman said 
that there was no clock in that room 
either. At his instigation, she mentioned 
the matter to the people next door, but 
the only clock they possessed was able to 
prove a complete altbi, as it lived in the 
sitting-room on the ground floor. 

For a week the mysterious ticking drove 
the night-worker nearly crazy. His land- 
lady watched him growing thin and 
haggard with apprehension, and spoke 
gloomily about “the death watch.”

The “ Blurb” Again. 


A well-known London publisher has just 
been. lamenting upon the unintelligent 
apeing of American habits in the publish- 
ing business, and lamenting especially the 
fact that a book must be “ news’’ nowa- 
days if it is to get any attention in the 
Press. In order that a book may become 
“news ” there is an unblushing intrusion 
into the intimate affairs and private life 
of the author. If the book cannot be 
“news, then, by all means, make 
‘news’ of the author. Crooks, tramps, 
bootleggers, and such persons are, of 
course, the best possible material, and 
there is, perhaps, in consequence, a ten- 
dency to publish an ever-growing number 
of books by retired burglars, reprieved 
murderers, deserters front the Foreign 
Legion, and leaders of the gangs which in- 
fest American cities. These authors get 
the necessary “kick ” into their publicity. 

The poor old ‘ blurb’? comes in for 
some hard knocks from many quarters 
from time to time, but this publisher re- 
minds its detractors that it is, after all, 
a recent invention of American writers in- 
tended to convey to the reader something 
of what was conveyed by Victorian titles. 
He points out that in Victorian days titles 
were more expressive than they are to-day, 
and that such a title as ‘‘ Ought we to call 
on Her?’’ conveyed as much to the reader 
as the “blurb” of our day. ‘ Some- 
times,” he savs, “one wishes that the 
titular ‘blurb’ could come once more into 
the mode. It would blend easily (and, 
perhaps, humanise) the prevalent taste for 
slogans. “He Knew He Ought Not to 
Inflate ” (a Romance of the Exchequer) 
‘“‘Should She Have Scratched?’ (A Story 
of Wimbledon). - Such titles would cer- 
tainly go a long way to make the “‘ blurb ”’ 
unnecessary.

SANTA CLAUS ARRIVES 
BY SHIP. 
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(By Michael Compton.) 


No lonelier Christmas will be spent than 
that on a voleanic island in the South 
Atlantic—Tristan da Cunha, two thousand 
miles from the Cape of Good Hope. While 
you are reading this, the small com- 
munity—Eurasians, negroes, Portuguese, 
Dutch and Italians—which lives under the 
protection of the British flag—will be 
straining its eyes seawards for that ship 
that may bring plum puddings, mince 
pies and yearly greetings from the rest 
of the world. " 

Only once a year do the hundred or so 
islanders get their letters, and a Christmas 
card, even from a stranger, means every- 
thing to them, and is keenly appreciated. 
They get no turkey or gocse, no roast 
beef of their own, but they get a potato 
pudding—a wonderful delicacy for them. 

Let us try to imagine the lonely 
islanders’ Christmas dinner from the 
memories of Rose Annie Rogers, the wife 
of a great missionary, the late Henry 
Martyn Rogers. She was not twenty-one 
when she went with her husband into 
exile, and one can imagine her and the 
other islanders cooking a Christmas 
dinner. The nature of this dinner 
depends on whether a ship has called 
within twelve months, but no shortage 
of supplies is allowed to interfere with 
the festivities. 

Here is the menu (if nothing arrives): 
lamb or mutton (fried or roasted). 
Potato starch stuffing. 
Potato pudding (specially 

mended). 
Sucking pig. 
Custard. 
Berry pudding. | 
Savoury: Tasty 4 la Tristan (potato, 
pig, onions and parsley). 

Some weeks before the real holiday 
arrives, active preparations for it begin. 
December being a hot month, everybody 
appears in white, and the little ones 
especially come out in their finery. Starch 
makes the pudding and helps with the 
children’s frocks. It is made from 
potatoes so cleverly that it would surprise 
many people, 


NEAREST NEIGHBOURS.

Tristan da Cunha is the general name 
for a group of three small islands. The 
others are Imaccessible Island, twenty 
miles from Tristan, and Nightingale 
Island, the smallest and most southern of 
the group, ten miles from the Inacces- 
sible. These islands were discovered 422 
years ago by the Portuguese Admiral, 
Tristan, or more correctly Tristao da 
Cunha. He had been nominated as first 
Viceroy of Portuguese India two years 
previously—and this is a somewhat long 
call from the scene of our Island 
Christmas. Braye Admiral Tristan was 
unable to serve owing to temporary blind- 
ness, and in 1506 he was placed in charge 
of a fleet which operated on the East 
Coast of Africa and in the Indies. 

Alphonse d’Albuquerque, who has also 
written his name in golden letters in the 
gazetteer of the world, had charge of a 
squadren under him. After discovering 
the islands which now bears his name, 
Tristan landed in Madagascar, subse- 
quently visiting Mozambique’ Brava 
(where he reduced the Arab power) and 
Sokotra, which he conquered. He also 
distinguished .himself in the Indies in 
various actions, In 1614 he was am- 
bassador to Pope Leo X. to pay homage 
for the new conquests in Portugal, and 
was later made a member of the Portu- 
guese Privy Council. 

These facts about the discoverer of the 
world’s loneliest isle are interesting 
because Portugal in the old days was a 
great colonial power. She was in India 
before England went there, and she is still 
there at Goa on the west coast. Moreover, 
Portugal is England’s oldest ally. 


WILLING PRISONERS. 


Tristan da Cunha this Yuletide will be 
isolated, but happy. The islanders are in 
the position oí prisoners who are in no 
mood to leave their prison, where they 
and their ancestors before them have 
lived with an -intense local patriotism. 
For centuries after its discovery by the 
Portuguese admiral attempts were made 
to form a settlement. on the island, but it 
was not until 1810 that John Patten, the 
master of an English ship, became the 
first permanent inhabitant. He landed on 
the island, and afterwards Portuguese, 
Dutch and negroes followed. 

About this time American whalers fre- 
quented the neighbouring waters, and an 
American named Lanibert, “late of Salem, 
mariner and citizen thereof,’’ and a man 
named Williams made Tristan their home. 

Lambert declared himself sovereign and 
sole possessor of the group (which he re- 
named the ‘‘Islands of Refreshment ’’), 
‘grounding my right and claim on the 
rational and sure ground of absolute 
occupanecy.”’ Jambert’s sovereignty was 
short-lived, and he and Williams were 
drowned while out fishing in May, 1812. 
Currie, an Englishman, however. was 
joined by two other men, and they busied 
themselves in growing vegetables, wheat 
and oats and in breeding .pigs. 


SEIZED. 


When Britain went to war with 
America, the islands were largely used as 
a base by American cruisers to prey on 
British ships—just as the Germans had 
their submarine bases during the Great 
War. Therefore. Lord Charles Somerset, 
then Governor of Cape Colony, urged the 
British Government to seize the islands, 
and this was done in 1816. A small 
garrison was maintained on Tristan until 
November of the following year. At his 
own request William Glass (who died 
seventy-five years ayo), a corporal in the 
Royal Artillery, with his wife and two 
children, and two men were left behind, 
and thus was begun a distinct British 
Settlement. 

From time to time additional settlers 
arrived, or shipwrecked mariners decided to 
remain. A hundred years ago five coloured 
women from St. Helena were induced to 
become the wives of five bachelors then on 
the island. Afterwards coloured women 
from the Cape married other residents. 
Thus the inhabitants are of mixed blood, 
but the British strain dominates. That is 
why the good old English custom of keep- 
ing up Christmas is one of the most 
valued treasures of the islands, and has 
come to be appreciated even by the 
negroes and Asiatics. 

As the years went on some of the 
islanders emigrated to America or Cape 
Colony; but others remained and built 
stone cottages and a church named Edin- 
burgh, in memory of a visit in 1867 by the 
Duke of Edinburgh, brother te King 
Edward and the Duke of Connaught. 
Besides cattle, sheep and pigs, the most 
productive industry of the islanders is 
seal-fishing. 


DISASTER. 


After the death of Corporal Glass (who 
i reigned over the island in patriarchal 
fashion) the head of the community was 
an cld man named Cotton, who had been 
for three years guard over Napoleon at 
St. Helena. Cotton was succeeded by 
Peter William . Green, a native of 
Amsterdam; who settled on the island in 
18356. Half a century ago the population 
reached its maximum of 109. 

Im 1865 a serious disaster befell] the 
islanders. At Christmas in that year a 
iifeboat which was sent to take provisions 


i hands, and only four adult males were Jen 

on the island. At the time the plague of 
rats—sufvivors of the shipwrecked vesse| 
—wrought much havoc among the crops 
Plans were made for the total remova] ol 
the inhabitants to the Cape, but th 
majority preferred to remain. So storey 
and provisions were sent out by the 
British Government, just as all the world 
will be sendinz out plum puddings ang 
other seasonable joy this Christmas. 

Yet Tristan, Nightingale and [nacces 
sible will be lonely, and so will be thei, 
little neighbour, Gough Island—if there i; 
anybody there.

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“MEMORIAL ARCH- 
WAY UNVEILED. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY AT 
ST, COLUMBA’S COLLEGE. 


THE LATE MR. CECIL 
LAMBERT SMITH. 


A memorial archway leading to the cloisters 
of &t. Columba’s College, Dublin, was un- 
veiled last Saturday by the Archdeacon of 
Dublin, and dedicated to the memory of the 
late Mr. Cecil Lambert Smith, a former pupil 
of the college. 

Before the ceremony, a meeting was held 
in the schoolhouse, at which the Provost of 
Trinity College presided. 

The Warden of the College, the Rev. C. B. 
Armstrong, said that they had met to accept 
and dedicate to the use of St. Columba’s 
College, a memorial of one of their most 
loyal sons, Cecil Lambert Smith. Cecil Smith 
died on the órd April, 1927, and shortly 
afterwards the Old Columban Society decided 
that his services to the college and to the 
society were of so eminent a character that a 
public memorial of him should be placed 
there. A are BI sist was opened, Mr. 
Attwood consented to be treasurer, and the 
appeal evoked a generous response. The 
society added a large subscription from its 
own. funds, and the college had undertaken to 
replace the present railing with a low wall, 
which would add to the beauiy of the 
memorial. 

After several suggestions had been con- 
sidered, including a window in the chapel, 
and the partial paneing of the dining-hall, 
the plan was adopted of replacing the red- 
brick entrance to the cloisters by a memorial 
archway of granite. A beautiful design was 
prepared by Mr. R. C. Orpen, one of their 
Fellows, to whose love for his school and 
genius in his profession the college owed more 
than they could ever repay by gratitude—for 
Mr. Orpen would never accept anything else 
(Applause.) Messrs. J. and P. Good accepted 
the contract and had carried out the work 
with thoroughness: it was complete except 
for the carving of part of the inscription. 
The wording was as i. “ls :-—‘* In memoriam 
Cecil Smith, Hujus Collegii Alumni, Fidelis, 
Ob. 1927.” All the inscription followed the 
usual convention, except one word. Fidelis 
gave it colour and character; it gave the 
character of him whom it ‘commemorated. 

OXFORD MODELS. 

During his time he had been privileged to 
see the college beautified by several 
memorials: the Blackburn  reredos, the 
restoration of the Founders’ windows in the 
Dining Hall, the War Memorial, the panel- 
ling of passages, and now the archway. But 
the appetite for adorning vires acquirit eundo, 
and was not appeased.

A PERSONAL TRIBUTE. 

The Archdeacon of Dublin (Ven. Harvey 
Stewart) said that it was not as a man who 
was an honour tc his profession of a solici- 
tor that they thought of Ceci] Smith that 
day, nor were they commemorating him as a 
distinguished student, thongh he gained 
no small distinction in his  aniversity. 
They were commemorating him because of 
his Jove for, and in, that college. 
He hecame a pupil as early as 1894. He 
took his degree v College in 1901, 
and became a solicitor in 1905; but he never 
forgot his old school, for im 1609 he hecame 
honorary treasurer of the Old Columban 
Society, which was founded in that vear, and 
continued in that honourable,” but onerous, 
post until his death in 1927. \s an Old 
Columban he did much to forge and

Lhe speaker reminded his hearers of the 
new register of Old, Columbans, which, -he 
said, was itself a memorial of Cecil Smith. 
That register had entailed a great deal ot 
work and careful research, and was, he 
thought, as complete a record as such a re. 
cord of a school could be. The College 
honoured Cecil Smith, and recognised its 
“go debt to him for his ungrudging- service 
y making him a Fellow in 1920. 

Cecil Smith was not a man who coveted 
popularity. He was not a man of many 
words, and yet, when interested, he could 
talk well and enthusiastically, He never 
said more than he meant. He was reserved, 
bul not taciturn. He could be pleasant, and 
always was kind. He did not desire praise, 
and he did not seek publicity, He would 
like no fulsome eulogy. ‘‘I hardly venture 
to ES him,” the Árchdeacon said; “' but 
I think he would not object to our saying 
that he had, first, a very strong idea of 
duty—and duty in his case had no narrow 
limits. He had a constant loyalty to his 
friends and to his own ideals. He was a 
man of sound, sober judgment and of strict 


integrity.’’ 

“We think of him to-day,” the Arch- 
deacon added, ‘‘as one whose great love 
of this school never flagged or failed or 
wavered,”’ 

THE CEREMONY. 

The Chairman then asked the Rev. R. M. 
Gwynn, on behalf @f the Old Columban 
Society, formally to present the memorial 
to the College. 

The Rev. R. M. Gwynn accepted the 
memorial, and formally presented it to the 
Warden on behalf of the College. 

The’ Warden accepted the memorial, and 
“mg” of the pleasure he had in doing so. 
e proposed a vote of thanks to the Provost 
of Trinity College and to the Archdeacon of 
Dublin. 

The Provost, acknowledging the vote of 
thanks, said that he would like to confirm 
every word that the Archdeacon of Dublin 
had said in his tribute to their late friend, 
Mr. Cecil Smith. 

Subsequently the company went to the 
arch, which the Archdeacon of Dublin un- 
veiled and dedicated, and the proceedings 
then concluded.

THE MOSLEM WORLD. 


A CALL TO THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH. 


The youth of the Moslem world is break- 
ing away from restriction and rules of faith, 
Canon Baillie told the congregation at Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, in the 
course of his sermon on “ The Call of the 
Moslem World to the Church.” Young 
Islam, who holds the future in his hands, 
is showing, he said, an increasing dissatisfac. 
tion with seventh century ideals, and regards 
the age of Mohammed as medieval and 
obsolete. 

Canon Baillie said that, though compara 
tively few people realised it, one of the most 
critical moments in the years of the Great 
War was that when the Sultan of Turkey, 
as Caliph, or head of the Mohammedan worid. 
unfurled a special green flag in Constanti 
nople, and proclaimed the war to be a Holy 
War. Islam knew no _ geographical bonn 
daries. The Faith wiped out all other con 
siderations. If the European War were a 
Holy War the 70,000 Moslems in India must 
have sided with Germany; so also must 
France’s possessions in North Africa. 

In the providence of God the Sultan's 
appeal fell flat. Moslems and Christians 
fought side by side, and Moslems fought 
against Moslems. Four years later, under 
the influence of one of the most remarkable 
men of modern times, Mustapha Kemal, the 
Sultan was driven from his throne. AJ 
efforts to elect another Caliph had failed. 

It was easy to imagine how great would be 
the disintegrating effect of this fact. Othe 
influences with the same result had been at 


work: the Nationalist movement, inventions 
and rapid transport, and. not least, education. 
All this meant the breaking down of deeply- 
rooted prejudices and a willingness in many 
quarters to listen to what the advocates of 
other religions had .te say for themselves. 
What is the Church of Christ going to de 
in the face of so marvellous an opportunity’ 
was the question the preacher asked his 
hearers to consider. :

Colonel Fitzmaurice, Officer Command: 
ing the Free State Army Air Force, who 
flew across the Atlantic in the Bremen, 
received an enthusiastic welcome on Satur- 
day night last, when he attended the 
Mountjoy School, Dublin, Debating 
Society’s discussion on the motion ‘' That 
in the opinion of this House civil aviation 
should be fostered in every way.” He 
summed up the debate, and the motion was 
carried. 

When they had a first-class train and 
mail boat service there was no use trying 
to establish an air service, declared Colonel 
Fitzmaurice. Where aviation could beat 
existing lines of communication then it 
was a paying proposition. With Galway 
as a terminal port a trans-continental 
service could be established which could 
beat existing services for speed and 
comfort.

MUST BEAT EXISTING MEANS OF 
TRANSPORT. : 


Major R. A. Fitzgerald Studdert, who pre- 
sided, said that Colonel Fitzmaurice stood 
for them as one of those great adventurers 
who blazed the path to be followed by mer- 
chant venturers. 

Speaking for the. motion, Mr. C. Herbert 
said that there were untold possibilities in 
the air, and that it was the duty of every 
loyal citizen to foster and develop civil avia- 
tion as much as possible. Ireland wanted 
shaking up, and a Lestanine might be made 
with a service to Belfast or Cork. Let a 
service be run to Timbuctoo or anywhere, 
so long as it started in Ireland. 

Mr. T. J. Anderson, speaking against the 
motion, did not think that the Government 
would be justified in supporting a project 
which might not be successful. Aeroplanes 
could not be kept by many, because of the 
space required to land and take off, and in 
Ireland they had lost the class of people who 
might take up aviation in private. It was 
better to leave the development of civil avia- 
tion to a larger country with more capital. 

Mr. B. De Lougheed (affirmative) and Mr. 
G. Burrall (negative) followed, 

Colonel Fitzmaurice said that there was a 
case to be made for civil aviation, and it 
was their duty to support aviation in every 
possible way, because it was going-to be- 
come one of the greatest factors in the 
world of the future. It was really 
another step forward in the develop- 
ment of transport or communications. 
Communications had played a greater part 
than anything else in the development “of the 
human race. He did not contend that civil 
aviation was a paying proposition. This was 
because it had failed to receive the support 
that people should have given to it, primarily 
because of the accidents they heard of. 
Aviation had developed by fifty years asa 
result of the war, but it had a long way to go 
vet before it could be called a good means of 
transport. It was not a commercial success, 
heeause of the heavy overhead charges and 
the fact that the public would not support it 


SAFETY OF FLYING. 

If they took the number of miles travelled 
and the number of people killed, they would 
find that aviation was safer than any other 
method of transport. Civil aviation was hide- 
bound by stringent regulations, which pre- 
vented the pilots from doing anything they 
liked. As a result, there had been no fare- 
Paying aviation passenger killed in Europe 
during the last three years. The accidents 
Which they read about occurred mostly 
among military airmen, who had to take 
certain risks in order to fit themselves for the 
serious work of war. 

The great thing abont civil aviation was 
that it must be able to beat existing lines of 
communication. Where they had a first-class 
train and mail-boat service, there was no 
use trying to establish an aviation service. 
A service hetween Dublin and London, so far 
as the mails were concerned, was out of the 
question. Where aviation. could heat existing 
lines of comn.unieation, then it was a paying 
proposition. 

ATLANTIC FLIGHTS. 

With regard to meteorological tests over 
the ocean, the matter had been receiving 
close attention during recent years. The 
difficulty about the Atlantic was that they 
could only forecast for twenty-four hours. 
He did not see why they should not havo 
a commercial trans-Atlantic service for mails 
in ten or fifteen years. 

Having referred to the difficulty of getting 
money to finance an Atlantic flight, Colonel 
Fitzmaurice said that from his study of the 
meteorvlogical conditions the best route to 
America from Ireland was by way of New- 
foundland. i . 

'“In this connection,” he said, ‘‘ we have 
a people who are not air-minded. That 
being so you are not going to get your 
traffic. Therefore, you are going to lose 
mouey, and husiness will be a failure. 


Con- 
sequentiy, you must create traffic, and there 
is no reason why Ireland should not be a 
pillar between the eastern and western 
world.’’ 

GALWAY'S POSSIBILITIES. 

In 1860, he said, there was a liner ser- 
vice between Galway, Halifax and New 
York, which died because some of the owners 
had vested interests in Liverpool. It had, 
however, lasted long enough to prove that 
a service from the same port to Canada 
would be a paying proposition. Now they 
hal the aeroplane to help. With Galway 
as a terminal trans-Atlantic port, a trans- 
Continental aviation service could be 
established which could beat existing lines of 
communication for speed and comfort. They 
could be the logical eastern pillar connectin 
England and the Continent with America, an 
speeding up mails, passengers and perishable 
goods. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice concluded by giving 
the boys a vivid description of the famous 
East to West flight of the Bremen. 

On the motion of T. J. Hayes, seconded by 
the Rev. W. J. Mayne, Colonel Fitzmaurice 
was accorded a hearty vote of thanks.

FURTHER CAPITAL OUTLAY. 

In the City Hall, Dublin, last Saturday, 
the Dublin City Commissioners (Mr. 8. 
Murphy, Chairman; Dr. Dwyer, and Mr. P. 
J. Hernon) adopted a recommendation of Mr. 
Hernon 's that application be made to the 
Electricity Supply Board to sanction the ex- 
penditure of a sum of £148,636 which, witb 
interim sanction already given for £22,268, 
makes a total of £170,904 to cover the 
ordinary capital requirements of the Dublin 
Electricity undertaking from Ist July, 1928, 
to December 3lst, 1929. The date December 
Olst, 1929, is taken as the closing date, for 
the reason that the last Corporation borrowing 
arrangements have been made to that date. 

It is proposed to obtain the money re- 
quired by bain, The amount already 
borrowed in respect of capital expenditure 
sanctioned by the Electricity Supply Board is 

200,500, which was part > the recent 
£800,000 Dublin Corporation Inscribed Stock 
issue. Included in this application is a sum 
of £9,218 for the completion of works at the 
Genérating Station, sanctioned in 1926, when, 
however, the sum required was under- 
estimated. 

The present application for the borrowing 
of £170,904 includes no new work of any 
kind not necessitated hy the normal growt 
of the distribution system. A separate appli- 
cation will be made covering the provision 
for approximately 5,000 kilowatts of the 
generator and steam-producing plant.

CONNECTING CONTINENT ' 


GALWAY AS AN ATR}HELPING fOMELESS' 


MEN IN DUBLIN, 


AND ADVICE. 


RECORD OF A YEAR'S 
CHARITY, 


A 


The annual meeting of the St “Vincent “dc 
Paul Free Night Shelter for Homeless Roman 
Catholic Men, in Back lane, Dublin, was 
held in the Mansion House, Dublin, yester- 
day, Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., presiding. 
There was a large attendance of clergy and 


laity. 

the Committee’s interim report stated that 
the admissions to the night shelter during the 
present year were 31,551, and the number 
of free meals supplied 65,293, 

The outstanding feature of the work daur- 
ing the period under review was the intro- 
duction of Sunday dinners, in addition to the 
free dinners available on week-days. Already 
2,400 dinners had been given, which were 
served by members of the Committes. This 
meant an increased expenditure of £150 per 
annum. 

HELPED IN MANY WAYS. 

The help given to homeless men was not 
confined to food and shelter, but extended m 
every direction. On the first might of ad- 
mission each man was privately interviewed 
by one of the visiting members, and the 
essential facts of his case ascertained. If 
matried, and if his family were also in dis- 
tress, help was obtained for them through 
the co operation of other charitable societies. 

Work was obtained for some; others, 
through the aid of the Mendicity Institu- 
tion, were sent to their homes in the 
country, or their passages were paid to 
England or Scotland. - oen and pen- 
sion claims were investigated, and advice 
given to enable the men to obtain their 


rights. 
GIFTS OF CLOTHES. 

Another essential form of relief was the 
gift of clothes, boots and underwear to 
really destitute men, as without such assist- 
ance they could not possibly obtain work. 
During the past year the contributions of 
old clothes were larger than usual, and 
proved a great advantage in dealing with 
cases of this class. It was to*be hoped: that 
friends of the charity who were in a position 
to help in this direction would communi- 
cate with the Superintendent of the Night 
Shelter, when the parcels would be tmme- 
diately collected. 

Members of the Committee attended the 
Shelter each night throughout the year, 
served the men at supper, and, after inter- 
viewing the new admissions, during the re- 
mainder of the evening were at the disposal 
of the men for the purpose of consultation 
or advice. It would be difficult to exagge- 
rate the importance of this personal service. 

UNTIRING COMMITTEE. 

The relief given consisted of a free bed 
and two free meals daily (with dinner on 
Sundays) for a period of fourteen nights, or 
longer if necessary. Some men found work 
almost immediately, and their stay was 
short; others, less fortunate, remained the 
full time, and got an extension when circum: 
stances required it. A card index was used 
for registration purposes. | 
The work was in charge of a Committee 
of thirty members, the management section 
being confined to men of wide business 
experience. A high standard of cleanliness 
and discipline was at all times maintained, 
and the supervision of the men, while un- 
obtrusive, was vigilant throughout. 


DUBLIN'S GENEROSITY. 
“ .Prior to the foundation of the Night Shelter, 
in 1911, there was no institution in Dublin 
which provided a free bed and food for home- 
less men. Its establishment met an obvious 
need, and the generous support since accorded 
by the public was in keeping with the best 
traditions of this charitable city. 
In gratefully acknowledging the generous 
response to their anmial appeal, the Com- 
mittee desired to point out that the main- 
tenance of the charitable work must largely 
depend upon a continuance of this generosity. 
Unlike old-established institutions, the Night 
Shelter had to rely upon ‘the result of its 
annual appeal until, in course of years, by 
donations and bequests, vested funds were 
accumulated sufficient for its maintenance. 
The report was signed by Andrew’J. Keogh, 
President; Ralph M. O'Callaghan, 'Vice- 
President; John F. Maguire and. James 
O'Dea, Hon. Treasurers, and Joseph P. 
Kennedy, Hon. Secretary. 

A BIG DEFICIT. 
The statement of accounts showed the in- 
come to have been £1,634 13s. 9d., and ex- 
venditure £1,497 15s. Od., to which was added 

7 3s. 11d. deficit from last aceount, mak- 
ing a total of £2,384 18s. 11d., leaving a 
deficit of £750 5s, 2d. 
Chief Justice Kennedy 
interim report be adopted. Perhaps an insti- 
tution like that might need a little more 
advertisement. Most of those connected with 
the work were prominent and experienced 
business men, and if advertisement meant 
bringing home a knowledge otf one’s goods to 
persons who should buy them, he thought a 
little more could be done along those lines, and 
the deficit wiped out. In supporting the good 
work they could feel they were supporting 
a genuine charity, something that should 
appeal to the real charitable instincts of the 
people, and particularly to Catholic people. 

Dr. Devane seconded the resolution, which 
Was passed. 

FALLEN BY THE WAYSIDE. 

The Very Rev. John Flanagan, P.P., Fair- 
view, proposed “ That the St. Vincent de 
Paul Free Night Shelter for Homeless Catholic 
Men is worthy of the support of the citizens 
of Dublin, and that a subscription list be now 
opened.” He said that the work of the 
committee in charge of the Shelter was like 
that of the Good Samaritan. They found 
money to support those who had fallen by 
the wayside stricken, some with illness and 
some with poverty. The majority of those 
who used the Shelter were not citizens of 
Dublin, but were wayfarers passing through 
and not having found the work they had been 
looking for and being destitute, it was the 
business of the committee to provide a 
shelter for them. What they had heard from 
the Chief Justice was sufficient to recommend 
the work, and even if there were no speeches 
the excellent report itself would be quite 
sufficient. (Applause.) 

Mr. John F. Maguire seconded. 

The Chairman (Mr. Healy). said “that he 
was struck to the heart by the institution, 
and when they considered the nimber. of 
meals and beds given free they found some- 
thing like 100,000 acts of charity covered by 
the paltry sum of about £2,000. He did 
not think that any money invested in: any 
charity could yield such a dividend. 


A CREDIT TO DUBLIN. 

“I call this place an arsenal of Divine 
charity, ' continued Mr. Healy, ‘and as for 
the men I saw taking part imat-—-mencol sub- 
stance, men whose leisure might be devoted 
to enjoyment—acting with paternal care and 
loving solicitude for the wails and strays of 
the capital, my mind was filled with self- 
reproach to think that hitherto I had been 
unaware of the existence of this charity.’’ 

It was a credit to Catholicity, to Dublin 
and to Ireland. They had some 200 respect- 
able, decent men given this boon of a meal, 
a roof, and of light and heat; but, above all, 
what struck him most was the hot and cold 
water baths in plenty. Surrounding all those 
things were beautiful statues of the Blessed 
Virgin, a erucifix, and a statue of St. Vincent 
de Paul—objects calculated to touch the 
heart of the least contrite. Those who estab- 
lished that institution deserved their thanks, 
and he asked those present to help them. 
This was the only means annually thes had 
of appealing to the public. The institution 
had been in being some seveniéen yedrs under 
the observant eyes of the late Most Rev. 
Dr. Walsh and the present Archbishop, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, and not a word of 
criticism had fallen from their lips, It stood 
above criticism of even the most critical, and 
utting that resolution gave him more satis- 
faction than any. resolution he had ever 
spoken to. 

The resolution was then put and passed 
unanimously.

CHEVROLET LORRY ASCENDS 

SLOGGER’S HILL. 

In the presegce of a sceptical gatherin 
the new 25 ewt. Chevrolet lorry, loaded wit 
30 ecwts. of coal, performed last Saturday 
afternoon the surprising feat of climbing 
Sloggers Hill, a test gradient in. the Dublin 
Mountains above the Reservoir. The hill, 
with its very steep gradient, is a typical 
mountain pass, in width little more than ten 
feet, in places with a surface composed of 
boulders and scraggy rock cuttings, and in 
other “sections moss-grown and boggy. It 
has an elbow half-way up, and it is narrowest 
at that point. Neither horse-drawn cart nor 
ordinary motor car has ever negotiated the 
hill, which is the principal test for the 
Patland Cup motor cyele trials. Among the 
spectators was Mr. Stanley Woods, of motor 
racing fame. He attempted the hill on a 
motor cycle immediately before the 
Chevrolet test, but failed twice to get further 
than the elbow, where the surface was moss- 
covered,’ soft and greasy between the 
boulders. Another cyciist also tried the hill, 


—- - 


but he also. became unseated at the elbow. 

The Chevrolet lorry started from the base 
of the hill, and at a speed of about four 
miles ascended it. By -arrangement, it was 
pulled up at the elbow to test its. brakin 
power. and its ability to start again. It di 
so, apparently without strain, and certainly 
without noise, and continued its journey to 
the top of the hill. The lorry then reversed 
and came back as far as the elbow, stopped, 
and again returned to the brow, subsequently 
negotiating the hill from its base without a 
halt, 

The new Chevrolet is fitted with a low 
caterpillar gear of four speeds, and this, with 
its strong construction, enables it to do.hil].

When the Bishop’s supernumerary, 
Canon Howell, attempted to open the 
Service most of the congregation, 
numbering about two hundred, acting on a 
pre-arranged signal, rose and left the 
church, only .about twenty to thirty 
persons remaining. Mr. Matthews and 
several church officials successfully 
appealed to the congregation to return. 

As they regained their seats, however, a 
member of the congregation jumped up 
and shouted “ We don’t want him (Canon. 

Let us 
sing Hymn 215, ‘‘The Church’s One 
Foundation.” The congregation thereupon . 
rose and sang this hymn, while Canon 
Howell stodd in the pulpit with his eyes 
averted.

BULLETINS REASONABLY 
SATISFACTORY. | 
While there have been hopes that with 


| the passage of time since the operation of 
| last Wednesday, a more definite improve- 
| ment in the King’s condition might have 


become apparent, the week-end bulletins 
are considered. to, be reasonably satisiac- 
tory, says The Times. 

It was stated authoritatively on Satur- 
day night that the ray therapy treatment 
would be used 'as a new method of attack 
in the difficult. struggle which the doctors 
are waging. The exhaustion which still 
persists isthe result of the poisoning set up 
by the general infection from which the 
King has suffered. 

Favourable features of the’ week-end 
were the periods of. sleep obtained and the 
moderation of the fever, and these can be 
set against the continuation of weakness 
which remains a cause of auxiety. The 
new treatment may act as a tonic and 
increase the bactericidal power of the 
blood. 

Ten doctors have new brought their skill 
and knowledge to the task of promotiny 
the King’s recovery. 

Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Dawson of 
Penn, who are in general charge, were 
again joined Jast Saturday morning by 
Sir Hugh Rigby. In the afternoon Dr. 
Woods and Dr. Howitt were summoned to 
the Palace, and a consultation followed. 

The electrologists left at half-past five, 
but. quickly returned with the apparatus 
to be used. and remained for two hours 
and a half. With the exception of Sir 
Stanley Hewett, who as usual stayed dur- 
ing the night, the doctors went away 
about 8.30 p.m. 

Yesterday morning Sir Stanley Hewett 
and Sir Hugh Rigby saw the King, whe 
had had a restless period. Last evening 


Dr. Woods and Dr. Howitt were again at 
the Palace to give the ray treatment. 


THE TONIC RAY. 
= MÁ 
HOW THE TREATMENT IS 
APPLIED. 
“ The apparatus that, I presume, will be 


used in giving ultra-violet ray treatment 
to the King is easily portable, and will 


not be in the least disturbing,” a leading 
London doctor infermed a Press Assvucia- 
tion reporter yesterday. 

“1. take it that the mereury vapour 
lamp will be employed. ‘Ihe. apparatus is 
placed on a stand at the bedside, and is 


connected to the ordinary lighting circuit. 
While his chest or back is bared to the 


light the King will wear dark glasses; sv 
will the doctors. 


SMALL DOSES. 


“The effect ol ultra-violet light on the 
naked eye is not only dazzling, but in- 
jurious. Probably the ray treatment in 
the King’s case will begin with one 
application a day, the chest or back being 
exposed for half a minute. The next day, 
perhaps, the exposure will be for one 
minute and the following day for two 
minutes, or two exposures a day may be 
given. : 

“It is always necessary to start with 
very small doses,-and to let the patient 
gradually get used to the ultra-violet 
light.’ If other than very short exposures 
were given at the start, there would be 
harmful results as from sunburning. 

“So far from being disturbed by the 
ray treatment, a patient usually feels 
soothed. After the exposure there is a 
feeling of well-being, It is quite common 
for a patient to ask for longer application 
because of the sensation of being stronger. 
It is this tonic effect, this greater power 
of resistance to infection, that the doctors, 
no doubt, hope to create. . 

“ Ultra-violet ray treatment is not 
usually given in aente illnesses like 
pneumonia, but its value against empyema 
has been proved over and over again, and 
evidently the King’s doctors have resorted

warm the patient’s skin. 

“The tungsten lamp gives warmth, and 
so makes the patient's skin better able to 
absorb the ultra-violet light.”

The use of the ultra-violet ray in the 
treatment of the King is the greatest 
single piece of recognition yet given. to 
actinotherapy. The growth of light-healing 
is one of the marvels, of modern medical 
science. : 

In: its development English scientists 
have been to the fore. The finest set of 
ultra-violet apparatus in the world is in 
London. It is possessed by the London 
Light Clinic, founded two years ago on 
cifts’ of well over £200,000 by an 
anonymous philanthropist. 

The use of the London Light Clinic's 
marvellous instruments was offered to the 
King’s physicians-as soon as it was realised 
that ultra-violet light might help in the 
fight.

ALL THE BLAME THROWN 

ON PARAGUAY. 

The Bolivian Foreign Minister, Senor 
Tomas Manuel Elio, Reuter’s Agency learns 
yesterday, sent the following cable - from 
Lapaz to the Acting President of the Council 
of the League of Nations — 

“M. Aristide Briand—In the communica- 
tion which 1 had the honour of sending to 
Your Excellency on the 14th of this month ] 
had occasion to say that Bolivia, after the 
aggression that she suffered at the hands of 
Paraguay, had been obliged to take wtary 
measures for her own protection,: all the 
more so in view of the fact that as Para 
guay had concentrated forces at points very 
close to lines of actual contact. and as the 
Varaguayan General Staff had also moved up 
in proximity to those lines, it was louical to 
expect that further clashes would take place 

FEARS JUSTIFIED. 

“In view of this probability, it was my 
Government's duty to be prepared. Unfortu 
nately, these fears have now been justified, 
According to despatches from the chief of 
the military zone, fresh detachments of Para- 
guavan troops were preparing an attack ‘on 
Bolivian forts, whieh caused a fresh clash, «s 
a result of which they were driven back, and 
Joqueron fort was occupied by our troops. 
This fort has heen recent!y- built by Paraguay 
in a zone. of tevritorvy to which Bolivia has 
alwavs had an indisputable right.

QUEENSTOWN, Sunday. 

Roche’s Point to-day attracted sight- 
seers from many miles. around, They 
came in scores of motor cars, as well as 
on foot by the hundred, eager to see the 
White Star liner Celtic on the rocks at 
the entrance to Cork Harbour. In addi- 
tion, a special 'bus service was run irom 
Cork and other districts, and motor lorries 
were called into service to convey country 
people from outlying districts. 

The gale of over seventy hours’ dura- 
tion has now blown itself out, but so 
rough is the water that a party of salvage 
experts from the salvage vessel Restorer 
were unable to get alongside the liner in 
a small motor boat this afternoon. 

Many of the coasting vessels which were 
lying in harbour waiting to receive part 
of the liner’s cargo sailed from the port 
to-day. 

There was no change apparent in the 
Celtic's position when viewed from 
Roche’s Point this afternoon, but un- 
doubtedly the vessel has received addi- 
tional damage as the result of the severe 


buffeting to which she has been subjected. | 


A SINISTER SOUND. 

“Last night’s gale was a terrible one,”’ 
said a resident at Roche’s Point to-day. 
* Huge seas battered against the vessel’s 
port side, and at times I saw clouds of 
spray. burst over her funnels. During the 
night heavy pounding could be heard, as 
if some heavy object had _ carried 
away inside and was being smashed 
against the vessel's sides.”’ | 

Í was informed that one auxiliary light 
at Roche's Point. was partly obscured by 
the stranded liner’s bridge, and mariners 
have been warned accordingly. This light 
is a guiding .one to vessels about to 
approach the harbour from the westward, 
and must be first observed by a captain 
before he swings his vessel round to enter 
Cork Harbour.

CHILDREN ROUSED FROM 


BOYS ENJOY THE. 
ADVENTURE,

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Three hundred ehildren of various ages, 
from babies in arms to“: y boys and 
girls in their early teens, were roused from 
their beds “AE yesterday when a fire was 
discovered at the Royal Infant Orphanage, 
Wanstead, Essex. 

The alarm was given by a housemaid, 
who saw flames and smoke coming from a 
class room on the ground floor of the boys’ 
wing. The teaching and nursing staffs 
were quickly roused, and twenty-five boys 
in a dormitory, almost over the scene of 
the fire, were called from their beds. 
Wrapping warm blankets round them- 
selves, the boys snatched up their clothes, 
and, under the care of a master, they were 
condected to another part of the building. 

FIRE DRILL OF 300 CHILDREN. 

Although there was no imminent general 
danger all the other children were roused, 
and, under the direction of the staff, 
carried out the normal fire drill. 

“The children and the staff behaved 
splendidly,’’ said an official of the 
orphanage to a Press representative. ‘‘ The 
fire drill which is carried out from time 
to time was put into operation, and there 
was no panic. All kept their heads.” 

The Wanstead . Fire . Brigade were 
summoned. 
ing from six windows of a corner wings 
and three water jets were quickly at work. 

The orphanage building is nearly a 
century old, and stands in its own grounds 
at Hollybush Fill. The firemen were 
three hours in getiing the flames under. 

“The boys who were sleeping in the 
dermitory in the wing affected rather en- 
joyed the adventure,” said an official. 

THREE HOURS’ FICHT. 

“The fire must have been hurning for 
some considerable time, for it had a good 
firm hold on the section,” said a member 
of the brigade. ‘“‘ The heat was intense, 
and the flames had forced their way from 
the ground floor up to the floor above, and 
even down to the cellars. There was no 
personal injury, and the living quarters 
were practically undamaged, so that the 
comfort of the children will not be 
affected.’’ ; 

Four rooms, including a class room, 
were badly damaged. 


FIRE MENACES WHOLE 
STREET. 


BRIGADE’S EIGHT MILES 
DASH IN A FOG, 


The Eastbourne Fire Brigade rushed 
through eight miles of fog on Saturday to 
reach a fire which threatened the whole 
of the main street in the neighbouring 
township of Hailsham. The journey was 
accomplisbed under twenty minutes, and 
to this was largely due the fact that the 
fire, one of the biggest in the history of 
Hailsham, was confined to one thorough- 
fare—High street.

-AN INTERRUPTED SHAVE. 

A eall was received by the Eastbourne 
Brigade, which proceeded with all speed 
to the scene under Captain: Hounson. 
Meanwhile other shopkeepers, assisted by 
a large number of the townspeople, were 
busy removing goods into the street lest 
the fire should spread further, and one 
man in the- hairdresser’s shop made a 
hurried exit with lather still on his face. 
‘The arrival of the Eastbourne Brigade,”’ 
said Mr. ‘Smith to a Press representative, 
“saved the situation.” 

HOSE THROUGH GRAVEYARD. 

The brigade were obliged to run a hose 
through the graveyard of the neighbouring 
fourteenth century church, and after four 
hours’ arduous labour were able to leave 
the scene, although the débris was still 
smouldering at midnight. 

The heat blistered paint work on 
premises on the opposite side of the street, 
and many windows were cracked. Late at 
night people were occupied in restoring 
barrels of beer and bottles containing other

Their vehicles have, they point out, been 
licensed to the middie of. next. year, the 
licence and insurance paid, and if the Home 
Office regulations are enforced will not be 
permitted to ply for hire either in town or 
country. They contend that the whole pro-: 
cedure of the Corporation and the Home 
Office in the matter has been w/tra vires, and 
it seems as if the matter is likely to come 
before the Law Courts for a settlement. |

There was a very interesting debate 
at the Blackrock ting Society on 
Saturday evening, when Mr. Fitzpatrick 
read a paper entitled “Are thé Railways 
Doomed?” All the speakers expressed 
the view that it would be a calamity if 
the railways were forced out of existence 
by the growing traffic on the roads. At 
the same time it was believed that it 
would not be in the interests of the 
country to drive the "buses off the roads 
by imposing taxation which would be 
fatal to them. 


TRANSPORT NEEDS. 
— 


THE COMING OF THE ’BUS. 


Mr. Fitzpatrick took the view that ade- 
cuate transport facilities in the- Free State 
could not be supplied through the medium of 
steel rails. The railways in this country 
had not supplied the transport needs of the 
pecple, and some satisfactory supplementary 
methods had long been awaited. There are 
still in the country towns and. villages’ any- 
thing from fifteen to fifty. miles from a rail- 
way station, and there are railway stations 
fen or twenty miles apart by road which 
by rail are from three to five times that, dis- 
tance. These transport needs had to be gup- 
plied somehow, an 
that the railway companies would have sup- 
plied them. They were the transport 
authorities of the country, with great wealth 
and a large organisation, and were a com- 
paratively great monopoly in a small country. 
That they had very great influence was, and 
is, obvious, in directorship of newspaper 
companies, banks, shipping companies, and 
even in the Senate, the Labour Party and the 
Government generally. They also had the 
pywers to supply*this further transport, and 
where legislation, might help they could easily 
have got it passed. Yet, although the motor 
‘bus had been im use ten or fifteen years 
elsewhere, they did nothing to improve trans- 
purt. Fares remained high; country life 
stagnant; marketing facilities poor; country 
tcwns inefficient, and large areas of country- 
side left in isolation. BS someone had to 
supply the need. When supplied everyone 
recognised the great boon ‘aceruing to the 
people from the enterprise of the omnibus 
pioneers. New it was sought to destroy 
those “bus pioneers and many of their ser- 
vices. , 

He said that he hoped the railways were 
not doomed, as too many enterprises seemed 
to be: doomed in this country, 
but the thought that something better 
was to*» be expected from the great 
railway ‘monopolists (who had hitherto failed 
in their-duty to their-shareholders and to the 
people), and from the Government than de- 
structive steps against "bus -owners, which 
steps would not save the railways. 

A POLICY OF DESTRUCTION. 

It was notorious that there had been talk 
going on. for mony years about the serious 
position of the railways, Now matters were 
so arranged and were being so arranged that 
& serious position for "bus owners is at hand, 
without saving the railways. If, out of this 
there should emerge in a short time the 
practical annihilation of the private owner, 
the old inefficient and stultified monopoly will 
regain sway.’ It would be much better to 
have a controlled monopoly, with a stimulus 
to efficiency, such ag:might-be brought about 
by an early and constructive. handling of the 
whole problem, saving alike the "buses, the 
railways, the employés,. the Government 
finances ahd the credit. of the coun The 
Government was allowing for and assisting in 
a policy of destraction by shelving the matter 
of transports Mr.” illigan pointed out 
that it wag prematiire. ‘to deal with the 
problem for some years to come, and he 
visualjsed that in the meantime the railways 
will acquire a ply which, under present 
circumstances, ean @fily be by the destruction 
of the presefit “bud alive: “This country 
was too titty’ “popaletedt r competition in 
transport and was too. poor for destruction of 
any. existing-fotm of transport. 
i; There are, Mr; Eitzpatrick said in con- 
clusion, many ecohstructive Ways of handling 
the problem, and, if the gailways were to be 
saved, he suggested immediate and wholesale 
transport control; involving a fresh transport 
monopoly . immediately (with safeguards 
against stagnation), which would pay and 
be able: to pay for its privileges. This country 
could not afford to have "bus companies, rail- 
ways -or-any ether concern. doomed under 
present circumstances. 

WHERE THE RAILWAYS ARE HIT. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh, who proposed a vote 
of thanks, said that the "bus which served 
towns inconveniently situated as regarded the 
railways was the ‘bus service that was going 
to pay. The ‘bus which ran parallel with 
the railways would, not pay. ransport of 
goods and live ‘stock would be catered for 
more by the railways than by anything that 
} ran on the roads. Passe traffic was a 
matter of quick services spread al] over the 
country, and that’ was where “the railways 
were hit. ‘ 

Mr. Smith detailed some cross-Channel ex- 
periences, and said that the .railway com- 
panies, there or here had given ‘inadequate 
attention to the economic neéds of the people, 
Business men were cutting out railway de- 
liveries, and were delivering the goods them- 
selves by motor. “That Pose of transport 
would be intensified rather than diminshed. 

THE COUNTRY TOWN, 

Mr. T, J. McKenna, Chairman of the 
Blackrock Urban Council, said that there 
would always be faults. with transport, so 
long as transport remained in the hands of 
people whose primary, function was’ com- 
mercial, Transport had been a monopoly 
in the past, and must, be solved by a large 
measure of State control or by complete 
nationalisation. It would be a great pity to 
attempt to wipe out road transport, which 
was fighting against well-entrenched vested 
interests. 

Mr. Eoin O’Keeffe said that Mr. Blythe 
had stated that the ‘bus was killing the 
country town. His plan to save the country 
town was to kill the *buses. On the other 
hand, Mr. McGilligan had stated that 
country towns must go, the’ buses were 
saving at and» must be destroyed. While 
these Ministers disagreed about the country 
town they were unanimous in wishing to 
destroy the ‘buses. Mr. O'Keeffe said 
that it had been stated that a tax of a 
penny per mile on the Bray-Dublin ‘bus 
route would only be equivalent to a ‘bus 
carrying onefree passenger out of 26,.each 


| paying a shilling fare. If he could get 25s. 


per journey he wonhld be prepared to pay 
not a: ld. but ód, or 4d. per mile.

LONELY ULD MAN'S FATE 
IN BURNING SHACK.

‘Last Saturday Mr. Patrick Whelan, Coroner 
for North eens held an inquest on the 
body of James Joseph Byers (77), of Derry- 
vane, Glasslough, Co. Monaghan... Byers 
lived alone in a tumbled-down shack on a 
farm, which he sold some months ago. Last 
Friday evening a ‘neighbour, Thomas 
Sturgeon, noticed that Byers’s house was on 
fire. He went to the house, found the roof 
had fallen in, that the thatch was on fire 
and that there was no sign of the old man. 
Other neighbours were summoned and they 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire. On 
Clearing away the thatch the body of Byers 
was found sitting in the armchair by the 
fireside. 

Dr. T. J. Leonard, Emyvale, said that 
death was due to suffocation, through the/ 
roof, which contained thatch, dust, sods and 
timber, falling upon Byers and around him 
where he sat. He believed’ that the burning 
of the body was subsequent to death. De- 
ceased man, who had suffered from chronic 
rheumatism and bronchitis, had great 
difficulty in moving about. He saw him 
about a week before his death, and had a 
conversation with him regarding his being 
alone, and as to the condition of the house. 

The jury brought in a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical testimony,

problem and danger presented by old, infirm 
people who are living alone, while in a

CABINET TO MAKE A 
GRANT 


PRINCESS MARY’S GIFT. 
annseo 


Mr. Baldwin makes his statement on the 

distressed coal areas this afternoon. It is 
knownethat the Cabinet have decided to pas 
a grant to the Lord Mayor's Fund, and few, 
if any, will quarrel with this policy, which is 
one of necessity and homanitarianism, in 
view of the terrible conditions of want pre- 
vailing in certain of the mining areas, espe- 
cially in Durham and South Wales. 
This method of providing State assistance, 
it is claimed, avoids the discouragement of 
voluntary subscriptions, which have already 
been considerable, and are increasing in 
volume, as the facts of the situation in the 
mining area become more widely known.

The rating relief schemes, the new grants 
for relief works undertaken by local authori- 
ties, and the measures for transferance 
of labour are all parts of the official policy 
for the permanent reduction of unemploy- 


ment 
TRADE WITH RUSSIA 


Whether Mr. Boothby’s suggestions regard- 
ing the resumption of trade with Russia will 
become part of the official policy remains to 
be seen. Mr. Boothby was careful to explain 
that he spake only for himself, but he is 
private Parliamentary Secretary to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and it is reasonable 
to assume that Mr. Churchill was informed 
of the contents of Mr. Boothby’s speech 
before it was delivered. 

However this may be, the speech is 
regarded in many circles as a contribftion 
which, if not inspired from official quarters, 
is, at any rate, sam "raic ir in accord with 
official appeals to industrial enterprise.

DANCING IN A LOFT. 


PRIEST’S NIGHT VISIT 
CAUSES STAMPEDE, 
SS — 


‘‘ This is exactly the sort of place in which 
dancing should never be allowed,” said 
District Justice Goff in the Dundalk District 
Court when he convicted and fined Mrs. 
Elizabeth Sullivan, a widow, for permitting 
dancing on her premises in Chapel street 
without having obtained a licence. The 
prosecution, which was brought by the Dun- 
dalk Urban Council, was stated to be the 
first ever brought in town. 

Mr. James McCourt, solicitor for the 
Council, said that the case was considered of 
grave importance to the general public. 
Apart from the serious objections raised to 
the holding of all-night dances on moral 
grounds, there was the physical danger. If 
arything happened in the place they would 
have the same questions in the Press as they 
had following the awful Drumcollogher 
disaster as to why the authorities permitted 
the place to be used at all, 

Sergeant Rahilly deposed to visiting the 
place, which was a loft at the rear of houses 
in Chapel street. Two young men sold 
tickets, the prices being ‘‘ giris twopence 
and men fourpence.”’ (Laughter.) Access 
was gained to the loft by a ricketty. stair- 
case, Inside he found a jazz band, and a 
floor which was slippery. A number of men 
were there, but there were no girls. When 
he asked about a licence Mrs. Sullivan stated 
that she was a large ratepayer, and would 
see about the licence. 


ATTRACTED BY “' NOISE.” 

Guard Guilfoyle said that he was attracted 
to the place by a noise he heard, and on 
going inside found a “ jass " band playing. 

Mr, Hamill—Is noise the name you have 
for music? 

Witness—This was an attempt at music. 
(Laughter. ) 

The Rev. Father Stokes, ©.C., said that 
he visited the place one Saturday night at 
11 o'clock When he got up the narrow 
staircase and put his head into the dance hall 
the “‘jazz”’ band sadimeir ceased and the 
dancing stopped at once. Young fellows who 
had been dancing jumped through a doorway 
to the ground, a distance of ten feet, and 
young girls dashed from. the room down the 
narrow staircase. In their excitement they 
all got jammed going down. The place was 
totally unsuitable as a dance hall. It was 
removed from the street, was not supervised, 
and was surrounded by stables and out- 
houses. 

In cross-examination by Mr, Hamill, 
Father Stokes said that he did not object to 
dancing, as such, if carried out in a proper 
place, at a proper time and under proper 
supervision. The girls he found there were 


very young. 

The defendant stated that when the 
Guards complained she had applied for a 
licence, but nobody could tell her where to 
get it. The place had been let for dancing 
to some young men, and the place was pro- 
perly conducted. he gave an undertaking 
that there would not be any more: dancing 


carried on. 
THE DANGER. 

On this understanding the Justice said that 
he would only impose a nominal fine of 
thréepence per night for each of the sixty 
nights on which the place had been used for 
dancing; buat if the offence continued there 
would be a fine of £5 per day. He was de- 
lighted that the Urban Council had adopted 
the Act, and he wished that all other 
councils would do the same and enforce it.

which dancing should not be carried on. 
Apart from the moral danger, there was 
the iu gin danger, If a fire broke out in 
the loft there would certainly be damage to 
limbs, if not loss of life.

OBITUARY. 


RAJAH OF PANAGAL. 


The Rajah of Panagal, had bee 
suffering from an attack of influenza, has 
died at Madras. The Hon. Rajah Sir Fara- 
ganti Ramarayaningar was the Chief Minis- 
ter to the Government of Madras, in charge 
of the local Self-Government Department. 
He was born in 1866, and was educated at 
the Hindu High School. He was.a pro- 
minent figure in the political life of India, 
and in 1918 was invited to the Imperial War 
Conference. He visited England as a re- 
presentative of the landed aristocracy, and 
rave evidence before the Parliamentary Joint 
ei He accepted office under the 
Montagu-Chelmsford reforms scheme in 1920 
as a Minister of the Madras Government. 
The title of hereditary Rajah was conferred 
upon him in 1922, and in 1926 he received 
a Knighthood. 


MR. SAMUEL W. WILLIS.

ARGENTINE RAILS, 


_ Last week's improvement in Argentine Rails 
is a good point, for there are many hundreds 
of investors in this country interested in the 
stocks. The rise appears to have been due 
to the disappearance of any apprehension 
respecting the growing crops. Evidently all 
danger of the harvest suffering from early 
frosts is over, and the country can look for 
ward to another period of great prosperity. 
The matter was referred to by the Chairman 
of the Bank of London and South America at 
last week's meeting of that institution. He 
vead a message from Buenos Aires, statin 
that another abundant harvest in excess o 
last year’s was practically assured. The ex- 
portable surplus was expected to be 54 million 
tons of wheat and 2j million tons of linseed. 
The message added that the low price of 
wheat is counter-balanced by the abnormal! 
yield and high quality. On the basis of the 
last dividends, which it is expected will be 
repeated for 1928-29, Argentine Rails afford 
very satisfactory yields, as shown in the fol- 
lowing table :—

Continued firmness of gilteedged securities 
ia one of the features of Stock markets, and 
it is somewhat surprising in view of the un- 
settled outlook, There is no prospect of 
money becoming materially easier; indeed, if 
the toreign demand for gold continues Lom: 
bard street may soon be discussing the 
chances of a rise in the official minimum. 
Lhere is no apprehension of a resumption of 
withdrawals for America, though in the event 
of a fresh twist-up in money rates in New 
York this mght come about, ere is more 
concern in regard to the continued drain on 
German account, because the market can see 
no end to this movement. As far as can be 

athered, Germany will continue to take gold 
rom us so long as she can borrow in other 
countries. Of late she is reported to have 
obtained loang in France, and it would seem 
that France has supplied these in the shape 
of sterling credits out of her big balances in 
London, and Germany has taken the proceeds 
in the form of gold. 


THE MONETARY INFLUENCE. 


Before very long, too, the Government here 
may be in a somewhat difficult position, as- 
suming that the recent offer of 44 per cent. 
Treasury Bonds has only been a qualified 
success. It is almost an open secret that the 
cash subscriptions were disappointingly small, 
and if those for the conversion of the matur- 
ing Treasury and War Bonds have been on a 
correspondingly small scale, the Government 
may find it necessary to raise the weekly 
quote of Treasury Billa still further, in which 
case we should certainly witness a hardeninz 
of discount rates, The latter are so close to 
the official minimum, however, that an ap- 
preciable advance could not take place with- 
out forcing the Bank of England, in self- 
defence, to raise its rate. and, havinz regard 
to the position, this might seem advisable. 
In that event there would be little excuse for 
the recent appreciation in gilt-edged securities, 
ond. in any case, the reason for the rise in 
stocks is not easy to explain. 


QUIET MARKETS IN PROSPECT. 


With the greater part of this week devoted 
to the settlement, and the Christmas holida: : 
close at hand, to be followed by preparations 
foy end-of-the-year balancing of accounts, 
there is little prospect of really active Stock 
markets in the near future, especially as New 
York appears to be in a somewhat wobbly 
mood. Judging from the movements in some 
Industrials of late, there would seem to be a 
considerable amount of liquidation still going 
on, the aftermath of the recent break in some 
of the move speculative issues. The prospect 
of a period of comparative inactivity may 
account in part for the firmness of gilt-edged 
stocks, if money has been diverted to that 
section. instead of being employed in the 
more speculative departments. What appears 
to have been going on of late is a gradual re. 
duction of the bull account. This will make 
the position healthier, and if the outlook 
generally is deemed satisfactory in the New

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THE RISE IN BUTTER. 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Notwithstanding the near approach of 
Christmas, buyers, as yet, have not operated 
very heavily, but most likely next week will 
see a move to cover requirements over the 
holiday period. The butter market last week 
was somewhat irregular, but this week there 
has been a decided change in the position 
from the sellers’ point of view. The Danish 
official quotation has been wired twenty 
kroner higher, and spot prices have followed 
to the extent of about 12s. to 14s. per ewt. ; 
but merchants show no disposition to press 
for business, owing, no doubt, to the fact 
that stocks are now very greatly reduced. 
Shipments on the way from Australia are 
larger than at the corresponding time of 
last year, but the quantities on passage 
from New Zealand are much below those of 
1927. Butter production in Europe is now 
at a very low level, and there is a marked 
general shortage of secondary descriptions. 
The same remark also applies to this country, 
and doubtless accounts in some measure for 
the general tightening-up of the market. The 
whole atmosphere of the market has changed, 
and it is reasonable to assume that a firm 
tone will prevail during the next month ov 
two. The statistical position is sufficiently 
strong to warrant the advance being sup- 
ported, but, of course, much will depend 
upon whether the consumptive demand will 
respond to the present rates, which, it must 
be pointed out, are much above those ruling 
at this time last year. With regard to the 
lower-priced butters there seems to be no 
possibility of the position being relieved for 


some time to come. The enquiry for New

SUPPLIES OF FOOD-STUFFS. 
Pastures stood fairly well during the 

month, but are now going bare. Owing -to 
the severity of the weather it became neces- 
sary to give fodder to outlying stock earlier 
than usual, and in many districts stock- 
owners were obliged to house the cattle at 
night. Despite, Easa thie early call on 
the available supplies of winter fodder, no 
danger of shortage is to be apprehended at 
the moment. Given a normal winter, it is 
generally anticipated that the stacks on hands 
will prove adequate until the spring grass is 
available. 

Hay, though it yielded a lighter crop than 
in 1927, is of excellent quality, and a plenti- 
ful ‘supply of good straw is available to 
supplement it. Mangels have not furnisheci 
so large a supply as usual of stock food, but 
they are of good quality and free from 
disease; while turmps have yielded a bigger 
crop than usual. 

Moreover, all reports indicate that farmers 
have retained á much larger qnantity of their 
grain crop than they have hitherto done fox 
use aS winter feeding on their farms. In 
the sugar-beet growing districts economy in 
the use of mangels and turnips is being 
secured by the feeding of sugar-beet tops, 
and the use of sugar pulp for feeding purposes 
is being extended. A noteworthy feature of 
the season is the extent to which feeders in 
the non-barley growing districts have bought 
supplies of barley for feeding purposes. 

On the whole, while it would not be rash 
to predict that the price of hay will in all 
probability be high in the coming spring-— 
and stock-owners would be well advised, in 
view of the uncertain weather prospects, to 
exercise proper economy in the use of feediing- 
stuffe—there are at present no reasonable 
grounds for apprehending any serious 
scarcity 

PRICES OF BARLEY AND OATS. 

Practically all the wheat not reserved for 
home use has been sold at prices varying 
from 21s. 6d. to 25s. per barre]. The market- 
ing of barley began very slowly. Buyers 
appeared to be holding off, with the result 
that many growers who needed money were 
compelled to sell at prices around 14s. to 15s. 
per barrel. The demand for barley fer 
feeding as well as for malting then developed 
rather suddenly, and the price quickly ad- 
vanced to 16s., and in many cases 17s, per 
barrel, Practically all the barley intended for 
sale has now been disposed of. 

Fair quantities of oats are still on offer, 
especially in the later threshing areas. Prices 
at the beginning of the month averaae:il 
around 12s. to 13s. for white oats, and l1ls, 
to 12s. for black, but towards the eud of the 
month an advance of about ls. per barrel 
on these prices respectively was recorded foi 
both var:eties. 

FLAX. 

Seutching was genera] in the flax-growing 
districts during the latter part of the month. 
Yieldx of fibre are generally below average, 
and considerable ditiiculty was experienced 
in cleaning owing io the dampness of the 
straw. Prices ranged around 10s. to 10s. 6d. 
per stone. 

POTATOES A GOOD AVERAGE. 

Owing to the unfavourable weather pro- 
gress was rather slow in the hiting of the 
potatoes, and some of the crop is still in 
the ground, Yields, so far, although below 
the high returns of iast year, are not mucdi 
helow the average of previous years; the 
quality generally is good and the number of 
diseased tubers is not excessive. In every 


Zealand butter has become deridedly active 
owing to the abnormal demand for Australian 
descriptions, and, in the latter, supplies of 
unsalted are at the present moment not equal 
to the demand in this country and on the 
Continent, and every arrival is cleared as 
soon as landed. A feature of the Australian 
market at present is the abnormal demand 
for secondary and undergrade descriptions, 
doubtless due to the entire absence on the 
market of Siberian and other makes of 
secondary butter. It must also be mentioned 
that there is an excellent demand íor 
Colonia] butter for shipment to the Con- 
tinent, and this movement is likely to ex- 
pand from now onwards. Argentine butter is 
in active request, both on home and export 
account, the quality showing a marked im- 
provement over previous years. The bacon 
market is by no means satisfactory, and this 
week-end Irish was officially reduced 4s., 
Swedish 2s. to 4s., and Dutch 2s. to 4s. per 
ewt. It is hoped that the lower prices rul- 
ing will stimulate the demand, but the posi- 
tion is being affected to a certain extent by 
the considerable increase in arrivals of what 
is generally known as Baltic bacon, which is 
showing a marked improvement in quality 
and is somewhat attractive to the retailer at 
current rates. Irish eggs are very scarce and 
nominal, but the market generally rules quiet, 
with, if anything, an easier tendency. 

No doubt, owing to the Christmas: market 
in Dublin, there was an absence at Salford 
last Tuesday of a number of Jeading Irish 
dealers, and this accounted for the falling- 
off an the number of Irish animals penned. 
There was a firmer feeling all round, best 
grade cattle being rather dearer, and sheep 
and lambs were also somewhat difficult to 
buy. At the Manchester Fig Market a fair 
trade was experienced, but there is still 
room for improvement. At the Manchester 
Dead Meat Market there was again an easier 
feeling to record in imported miutton, but 
towards the close of the week there was a 
firmer tone to note generally. 

In dead poultry the position of turkeys is 
still somewhat obscure, but, given favourable 
weather, there is every prospect of a strong 
tone in the market. During the week Irish 
turkeys showed a much firmer tendency. and 
advanced to Is. 4d..to Is. , and Austrian 
were also dearer at 11d. to ls. 1d. per Ib., 
wholesale. Little change in other depart- 
ments.

last year. “Finger and toe” disease was, 
however, fairly general, but the loss from this 
cause wasnotserious. The yield of sugar beet 
was rather above last vear’s return, bat not 
q@uite up to that of 1926. The results, both 
as regards bulk and sugar content, are re- 
garded as satisfactory. 
WINTER WHEAT AND CATCH CROPS. 

The severe weather conditions greatly im 
peded all ontdoor farming operations, but 
particularly the preparation of the land fo 
winter crops, with the result that very little 
wheat was sown during the month. Many 
intending growers have the seed in readi- 
ness, and are only awaiting for a favourable 
opportunity to push on with the work of 
getting it into the ground. In some districts 
sowings made in October are in fall braird, 
and present a healthy appearance. The 
ordinary sowings of catch crops have been 
similarly delayed; but, fortunately, fairly 
large sowings were made earlier in the 
season, and the seeds are reported to have 
germinated satisfactorily. ‘These crops are 
healthy appearance, 
and give every promise of doing well. The 
area under the various winter crops up to 
the present is, for, the reasons already 
indicated, below that of previous years. It 
is hoped, however, that the advent of some 
days of fine weather will see the full normal 
area cultivated. 

TRADE IN CATTLE. 

Stock on pastures are reported to he 
healthy, although in many cases in some 
whet reduced condition, owing to the 
severity of the weather. ‘‘ Hoose “" in calves 
was more prevalent than usual during the 
month. Fairs held during November were 
on the large side, but prices were well 
maintained for all classes of stock in con 
dition. Old and thin cattle met the usual 
dragging trade. Choice springers and down 
calved cows were in brisk demand at good 
prices during the whole of the month. 


APPEARANCE OF FLUKE DISEASE. 

Flocks in general are stated to be healthy 
and few losses have occurred, but the 
presence of fluke disease is réported from 
many districts. Flock-owners in most cases 
appear to have profited by the warning issued 
by the Department in the late summer, and 
to have adopted the precautions recommended 
in Leaflet No. 7 by dosing their flocks with 
extract of male fern and carbon tetra chloride 
and there has consequently not been much 
mortality from fluke ap to the present. 

Farmers and flock-owners are again re 
minded of the danger to be apprehended in 
later months if precautions are not taken to 
keep the disease in check by the wse of the 
prescribed remedies in every case in which 
any indication of the presence of fluke infec- 
lion is observed.

Iron- 
monger, last in for Australia, fell a victim

Oldfield retired undefeated with 41 to his 
credit. Courage coupled with sound judg- 
ment were the features of his innings, which 
lasted just. under an hour and three-quarters.

The start of England’s innings was pre- 
ceded by a demonstration of enthusiasm by 
the crowd in honour of Hobbs, whe 1s 
celebrating his forty-sixth birthday.
